San Francisco, Mar. 25. 

At the precise moment 
that Germany is making a 
final fight for. ‘a .return. of 
some of her former colonies, 
a survey by the Institute of 
Pacific Relations declares 
that adherents 
“Colonies-don’t-pay School” 
must make ‘an exception at 
least for French Indo-China. 


- The survey, which has just 


been: completed after several 
years . investigation of the 
colonial situation in Indo-China, 
declares that France’s Far 
Eastern empire -must be con- 
sidered not only a8 the most 


.| successful overseas efforts but 


one of the most successful 
colonial experiments ever car- 
ried out. * ; 


Incidentally, the survey. points out 
that Indo China constitutes France's 
“balcony on the Pacific” from which 
she may either observe or participate 
in the Far Eastern situation which 
is mapldly becoming the most 
important of any in the world after 
the present European one. 


SUPPLY OF MEN & MATERIAL 


The survey finds that while France i 


has spent vast sums of moncy in 
Indo-China, much of which was 
dissipated {n commissions to middle- 
men, graft and the waate that Is 
usually inseparable from all opera- 
tions in a new country, nevertheless, 
France has made out of Indo China 
n vost reservoir for raw materials 
and an ever growlng market for her 
own exports. 


Even. during the world war, 
France was able to call on the colony 
for thousands of trained troops, 
known as the Annamites, although 
the latter, because of their 
stature, were uscd largely fo rvice 
service In the first line trenches how- 
ever, a-corresponding number of 
French troops that would otherwise 
have been engaged tn cuksidlury 
actlvitics, 3 :

. Paris, Mar. 15. 

. The Marquis d’Urre d’Aubais 
‘was a curious man. when alive, 
but when his will was rcad after 
his death, the court was as- 
tounded. It was surprising 
enough fora marquis fo leave 
twelve .million francs to the 
French post ‘office,-but the condi- 
tions accompanying this gift_were. 
a lite too much for the court. 


First the marquis demanded 
that his body be embalmed. 
That was simple enough and 
the undertakers had done so 
before the will. was even un- 
sealed. ‘Then the marquis de- 
manded that a small house be 
constructed on the shore of the 
Mediterrancan, placed on a high 
point, with walls of glass facing 
towards the sea. The body 
should ‘be placed in this room, 
with- a radio set and family. 
portraits to keep it company. - 


Authorities “ decided that the 
marquis must have loved the sea. 
They constructed the little house. at 
the little port of Carro and cquipped 
it with a special radio set which 
gave . signals to passing ships to 
avold the dangerous rocks that cn- 
dangered the coast at this point. 
The lifeboat at. the rescue station 
off the reef of Rogues de Carro also 
was named after the marquis.

S&C. & F. Wall Street Journat 
morning, comment: —Traders consider 
that Inbour conditions are -the ‘malin 
disturbing market factor. The Street 
is of the opinion that the advarcc in 
commodity prices is largely founded 
in seareity of supplics, which will 
stand for some time, but that March 
highs may not be reached for several 
weeks, Some traders are reducing 
commodity holdings due to the 
attitude of the British Government.

Whilst the main features of 

the British Government's phyat- 

eal training scheme, , especially 
its non-compulsory « character, 
are generally welcomed, it is 
being pointed out in éertain 
quarteés ‘that it has its limita- 
tions.

Frederick Gowland Hopkins has 
asserted that there can be 2 
degree of under-nourishment 
which will gravely undermine 
the future health of children 
and yel not -be observed by” 
physical instructors, teachers 
and medical men. Jf the health 
of young people is te be safe- 
guarded’ and if they are to be 
made capable of profiting — by 
physical instruction, their need 
for special feeding must be as- 
sessed on an income basis. The 
minimum expenditure on which’ 
a person. tan maintain average 
health’ hns been placed by the 
British Medical Association - ut 
6s. per head per week whilst full 
physical fitness, according to 
Sir John Orr, can’ only’ be 
guaranteed by a weekly cx- 
penditure of 10s. The greatest 
single stride which could be 
taken towards the improvement 
the physique of the nation 
would be to keep. children out 
of mills, factories and mines un- 
til their bodies are fully de- 
veloped.

South Africa Wary 
~ Of Neighbours 


London, Apr. 5. 

Concurrently with the publication 
vot the German protest, delivered to 
the Government of South Africa by 
the Germun Minister at Capetown, 
connected with the anti-Nozi pro- 
clamation, Lord Clarendon, the re- 
tiring Governor-Generni of the Union
